Domestic Car Road Tests? 


After reading R & T for a period of sev- 
eral years, I have formed an opinion relative 
to the policy of your publication. Periodi- 
cally, one observes reader-reaction to the 
conflict of road tests of domestic family 
cars vs. sports cars. You have reported on 
various foreign non-sports cars as well as 
American passenger cars, i.e., Chev 210. 
You justified the latter because of perform- 
ance. Many of us, possibly too many, con- 
sider our late-model big-three lower-priced 
domestic jobs almost as tenderly as the 
sports jobs we would like to own. And, 
with the roadability factor being the major 
difference, they perform well. Why not 
periodically test, or compare, those numer- 
ous domestic makes? It would accomplish 
one thing, at least: give us a decent com- 
parison of limitations of our own cars vs. 
the others. 

I quite well realize your basic philosophies 
but believe that such a magazine, which has 
demonstrated its open-mindedness, could not 
lose a reader (and might gain a few) by 
following this suggestion. As far as reading 
other mags for American car road tests, 
others simply are not accurate.

European Races 

Nurburgring: J. M. Fangio gained ground 
in the title for World Champion driver by 
winning the Grand Prix of Germany in a 
Ferrari. He also broke the long-standing lap 
record, thereby earning nine points to give 
him a total of 30 for the season thus far. 
Collins and Behra are his nearest competitors 
with 22 points each, but it looks like another 
title for Fangio. 

Kristianstad: Phil Hill of Santa Monica, 
Calif., finished his Continental sojourn in a 
blaze of glory as he and Maurice Trintig- 
nant drove a 3.5 Ferrari to victory in the 
Swedish 1000 Kms for sports cars. Ferraris 
finished 1, 2, 3, giving them the Sports Car 
Championship for 1956. Phil is due to run 
at Road America in September. 


U. S. Races 
Elkhart Lake: Road America saw its first 
stock car race, a lively event won by a 


Mercury which averaged 71.48 mph for 250 
miles (report next month).

As we start into our ninth year, the 
thought occurred that it might be of inter- 
est to our many new readers and hard core 
of old friends to hear a little about how 
R & T got its start. 


The magazine was founded in 1947 by two 
young enthusiasts in New York City named 
Wilfred H. Brehaut, Jr. and Joseph S. Fen- 
nessy. The first issue bore the cover date of 
June 1947 and it contained 32 pages. Fea- 


ture articles included a report on the British 
Motor Industry, a story about Hoffman's 
Park Avenue showroom, and a true pioneer- 
ing effort, the first American road test (a 
"47 Ford), patterned after British magazine 
road tests which were noted for accurate 
performance data. 

Not many copies of this first issue were 
printed and distribution appears to have 
been poor. However, a copy seems to have 
reached the hands of Californian Oliver H. 
Billingsley. Correspondence ensued, Billing- 
sley secured exclusive rights to the magazine, 
and moved the operation (such as it was) to 
Burbank, California. The second issue ap- 
peared in May of 1948, under the guiding 
genius of the new owner. 


At this point your present editor and 
publisher enters the picture. J.R.B. was 
working as design engineer for Frank Kurtis 
and inevitably met the one-man magazine 


he first article by J. R.B. and marks the 


3. The third issue (June, 1948) carried 


~ beginning of a trend towards more emphasis 


on sports cars and less on hot-rods and 
American track racing. R & T No. 4 did 
not appear until August of 1948, while No. 
5 carried the date Feb. 1949. At this point 
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the slender resources of the then editor/pub- 
lisher were stretched to the breaking point, 
and additional capital was needed to con- 
tinue. Negotiations dragged on for months, 
but finally a pitifully small sum was gathered 
together, and in December of 1949 R & T 
began continuous publication. Each succeed- 
ing issue was bigger and better, but a crisis 
arrived in the fall of 1952. Various side- 
excursions in the publishing field (Hop-Up, 
Speed & Spray and Moto) had cost heavily, 
and with every issue the losses mounted. All 
the stockholders were bought out except 
J.R. B. who was asked to operate the bus- 
iness. During all this time J.R.B. had been 
employed as an engineer, acting as Tech. Ed. 
for R&T primarily as a spare time hobby. 


Thus it was that in November of 1952, 
John and Elaine Bond came to Road & 
Track. The first two years were a struggle, 
but steady growth and budget control has 
made it possible to look forward to an even 
better “book” over the coming years. R & T 
now has 11 full-time employees and will 
shortly move to new and larger quarters. 
Circulation has grown steadily with, signi- 
ficantly, the greatest gains in subscribers: 
from 3000 in 1952 to almost 30,000 at the 
present time. Advertising revenue (which 
pays the freight) has increased 150% in 
the same time. Still small in the great 
publishing world, we prefer it that way, 
even though a lot of money would be nice 
—to spend on interesting cars! Our biggest 
thrill has been to watch the steady growth 
of the Sports Car movement. Our biggest 
encouragement comes from enthusiastic and 
loyal readers. Our biggest headache is still 
the cry of would-be customers who can’t 
find us on the newsstand. ces. 


What Is a Sports Car? ... 


As is well known, there is considerable 
controversy over the fact that the modern 
competition sports car has strayed far away 
from the original dual-purpose type of ma- 
chine. The Calif. S.C. Club recently tried an 
experiment—a race for modified-production 
sports cars. The idea is popular and may 
solve the problem. 


Mercedes Confusion ... 


There is absolutely no truth to the story 
that the Curtiss-Wright managed Studebaker 
Packard Corp. will build Mercedes-Benz 
passenger cars, at least within the 3-year 
trial period. Some of the M. B. commercial 
line. particularly the small diesel engines 


may be manufactured by S. P. within a year 
or two but tooling-up takes time. S. P. 
dealers will, however, probably be allowed 
to sell and service Mercedes cars. 


New Cars... 


Sweden’s Volvo and Saab are beginning 
to make an impression on our market, and 
both appear to be well made. The Volvo is 
getting a much needed restyling, but they 
are still dragging their feet on the sports 
ear model. From Australia, the G.M. 
Holden (a 2.2-litre 6) has been widened and 
restyled, but they can sell all they can 
build right at home. 


Recently we drove a new Ford Consul, 
and it surely is a 300% improvement for 
our market. I think these cars could easily 
outsell all other British imports except for 
the MG—if the company would get out and 
push them. 


We also drove a new Simca Elysée about 
300 miles while in France and found out 
something about car suspensions. We usually 
report that most imports are slightly stiffer 
riding than domestic cars, and this is true 
of the Simca. In this case we drove very 
fast and, on French roads at least, the 
Simca is almost too soft for motoring at 
over 70 mph. I will say, however, that the 
Simca took a severe beating with absolutely 
no sign of distress or trouble. 


Diesels . . . 


Mercedes Benz have made a number of 
changes in their diesel 180-D engine, but 
there is a new diesel development that has 
that industry somewhat excited. This is the 
“Whisper” combustion chamber produced 
by M.A.N. (Maschinenfabrik Aufsburg 
Nurnberg) which is claimed to be noiseless 
and smokeless. The “Whisper” chamber may 
speed-up the growing popularity of diesel- 
powered cars, but high first cost will still be 
a problem, especially in countries such as 
ours where gasoline is relatively cheap. 


Road Tests... 


Next month we will report on two very 
interesting sedans of quite opposite types. 
One is the new Citroen DS-19, a truly fasci- 
nating Juxury car with a surprising perform- 
ance in spite of having only a 1911 cc four- 
cylinder engine. The other car, the Ply- 
mouth “Fury,” completes our 1956 program 
of testing some of the “hottest” cars from 
Detroit. Like the power-pack Chevrolet and 
the Ford Interceptor which we tested earlier, 
the Fury had a stick shift and its perform- 
ance is certainly up to its name. 


Corvette Goof... 


Chevrolet must surely be kicking them- 
selves for not entering the Corvette at Le 
Mans. The starting line-up was 3 cars short 
of the allowable 52 and only 14 cars finished. 
Even a private Corvette entry in absolutely 
stock trim should be capable of covering 
260 laps in 24 hours. That’s an average 
speed of only 87.3 mph, approximately, good 
for 7th place this year. 

Incidentally, I predict little or no change 
in the 1957 Corvette except for some more 
competition options like special brakes and, 
just maybe. fuel injection.

The Course and the Cars: by John Bon 

EEING THE LE MANS circuit for the first time, one is immediately 
S impressed by the enormity of the task which confronts the 
organizing club (L’Automobile Club de POuest) each year. The 
course now measures exactly 8.35928 miles and for a crowd of 
over 200,000 spectators the Club employs 2000 persons including 
500 policemen, 150 race officials and 120 marshalls and observers. 
As is well known nearly a million dollars have been spent to make 
the layout as safe as humanly possible for the spectators. The 
track is wider in the pit area, the protective earth barriers are 
larger, and the public is separated farther by deep ditches which 
are 12 feet wide. The old grandstands remain, but the large open 
spectator area is now graded in steps to give better visibility. The 
modern pit buildings are all new and located farther back from 
the actual track. 

The new circuit is about 14 yards shorter than formerly as a 
result of easing the bend just past the pits. Even the famous 
Dunlop bridge had to be moved and the new layout is theoretic- 
ally slightly faster than before. Another innovation introduced 
this year was a signaling station situated just around Mulsanne 
corner. Here the cars would be accelerating towards Indianapolis 
corner and, therefore, not moving as fast as past the pit area. 
Each crew’ was provided with a direct telephone line to their re- 
spective pit area. 

Certain items in the new rules and regulations proved unpopular, 
namely the much larger windshields and the limit on fuel con- 
sumption. Both contributed to lower lap speeds, and in this respect 
the regulations were vindicated. Obviously the windshield regula- 
tion is designed to force an approach to the problem which is

closely related to that required in every day use. Very few en- 
tries took sensible action on this item, and we were appalled at 
the huge curved sections of plexiglass on which windshield wipers 
were mounted. After one practice lap bugs made visibility unsafe, 
and inevitable rain would soon produce opaqueness in the wiper 
area. Only Aston-Martin, of the open cars, provided a section of 
flat glass in front of the driver. Most of the drivers raised their 
seats trying to peer over, and this stupidity on the part of the 
constructors undoubtedly contributed to the unusually high acci- 
dent rate in the race (along with the miserable weather). 

The fuel restrictions required a minimum of 34 laps to be cov- 
ered on 120 litres of fuel (9.00 mpg): during the two days of 
practice this limitation caused considerable worry and no doubt 
was largely responsible for slower lap times. Most of the larger 
cars used higher “economy” axle ratios than formerly, and drivers 
were given explicit rpm instructions so as to enable accurate fuel 
consumption checks to be made. Fortunately no car ran dry during 
the actual race, and the rule certainly tended to reduce the ad- 
vantage of the big cars over the small ones. 

As for the cars themselves, Jaguar and Aston-Martin, by virtue 
of 100 cars having been built and sold, enjoyed the privilege of 
being allowed to run with over 2!/, litre engines. There were three 
factory D-types entered, 2 with fuel injection, giving about 300 
bhp. Privately entered Jaguars included the D-types of Ecurie 
Ecosse and Ecurie Belge, plus an XK-140 coupe. Jaguar team 
drivers were Hawthorn/Bueb, Frere/Titterington, and Fairman/ 
Wharton, and in practice Hawthorn eventually made the fastest 
lap at 4°17” (117.17 mph). The other D-types were not far be- 
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hind, but Castellotti’s record time of last year (4/14) set in the 
4.4 Ferrari still stands. The general impression at this time was 
that Jaguar stood an excellent chance of finishing 1, 2, 3, 4 just 
as they had done in the 12 hours of Reims. 

Aston-Martin entered 3 cars, 2 of which were only slightly 
modified DB3S models (2922cc). Drivers were Moss/Collins and 
Walker/Salvadori. The third car was a completely new 2!/ litre 
prototype known as the DBR1/250. It is smaller than the DB3S, 
has the stroke shortened to 76.8 mm., develops 228 bhp, and has 
a 5-speed gearbox bolted to the differential. The driver team was 
Parnell and Brooks. In practice Moss got down to 4'27” or 10” 
per lap slower than the best Jaguar, which is a lot to give away 
in a 24-hour race. 

Ferrari arrived with 3 new cars, specially prepared, and with 
beautiful new bodies by Touring. These machines were essentially 
the new Testa Rossa chassis, a complete departure from the Mon- 
dial - Monza layout. The gearbox is in unit with the engine and 
the rear suspension employs a solid rear axle suspended on trail- 
ing arms and coil springs. However, in place of the normal 2-litre 
engine the team cars were 21/ litres (4-cyls.), and the cylinder 
head reverted to the 1953 Grand Prix design with an included 
angle between valves of about 45°. Output was stated to be 225 
bhp. With both Fangio and Castellotti on the sick list (most 
G.P. drivers hate Le Mans) the driver teams were Phil Hill and 
Andre Simon, Trintignant/Gendebien and Portago/Hamilton. The 
Marquis (de Portago) was fastest in practice with 4’28”. 

An interesting American entry was a straight 2-litre Testa Rossa 
entered by Bob Tappan of Indianapolis. Drivers were Tappan/ 
Picard/Hively, the latter being well known as a Ferrari driver in

the States. Two other Testa Rossas were also entered along with 
a lone Frazer Nash—making only four 2-litre cars in all. 

The French Talbot firm managed to complete two Maserati- 
powered cars for the race, but though nicely finished they were 
slightly larger and heavier (2095 Ibs) than the Italian versions. 
Gordini, late as usual, finally showed up with three cars. Of these, 
one was a 2), litre straight 8, one a 21/ litre six, and the third 
was a l]/ litre four. The respective weights with very little fuel 
were 1923, 1760 and 1564 lbs. The 8-cyl. car in particular was 
very neat and compact and a great favorite with the French. 

In the 114 litre category Porsche brought two of the latest space- 
frame, low-pivot jobs, equipped with roughly finished but efficient 
“roofs.” These two very potent cars (135 bhp, 1307 lbs) were 
given to Herrmann/Mazglioli and Frankenberg/Trips. Other Porsches 
were two normal 550 Spyders, a very stock-looking Carrera coupe 
and a 1300 S coupe. In practice the best Porsche time was 4'40”, 
a good 6” faster than their nearest competitor, the 114 litre Lotus. 

The lone 1460ce Lotus was driven by Colin Chapman and the 
American driver MacKay Frazer. In the 1100cc class a pair of 
Lotus were to compete against a single Cooper and an “R.B.” 
The latter car was a beautifully executed but rather strange ap- 
pearing vehicle, built in Le Mans by R. Breuil. It used many 
Renault parts including a rear-mounted four cyl. engine equipped 
with “R.B.” dual overhead camshafts. A Lotus practice lap at 
5'08” proved to be the best of the 1100’s while a factory Panhard 
beat a dozen 750 ce entries of miscellaneous types with 5’46”.

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The Race: by Bernard Cahier 


A* WEEK THE sun had been shining at Le Mans, but on Sat- 
urday the weather decided to maintain an old Le Mans tradi- 
tion, and a light rain started to fall to the great unhappiness of the 
competitors who knew what rain means in a 24-hour race. The 
stands were packed to capacity when the Tricolor flag fell giving 
the start to this 24th 24 Hours of Le Mans. 

Moss kept up his reputation of being the fastest in a Le Mans 
start, and he was the first one off followed by a hoard of Jaguars. 
The Le Mans start is always a great spectacle to see, and as the 
last car, a Talbot, went past. you could hear the warm approba- 
tion of the crowd going like waves of the ocean. At the end of 
the first lap Hawthorn’s fast Jag had taken care of Moss, and 
he went by the stands with a 200 yard lead. Close behind Moss 
was a formation of three Jaguars, then came de Portago’s and Hill's 
Ferraris. On lap 2 Hawthorn’s lead increased, but already a big 
blow had fallen on the Jaguar team. The road was extremely 
slippery and in the famous S bends Frere’s Jag went out of con- 
trol: Fairman following closely did the same with another Jaguar, 
and then de Portago’s Ferrari came a good second later to finish 
off all three cars. This triple crash did not injure anyone, but 
it was most unfortunate since it eliminated right from the begin- 
ning three stars of the race. On lap 4 a new surprise—Hawthorn 
coming into the pits with fuel feeding trouble. This stop was the 
first one of a series which was going to cost Hawthorn no less 
than one hour and .. . the race. 

After an hour of racing we realized that last years record was 
not apt to be beaten, since the leading car. the Flockhart Jaguar, 
after 12 laps was already 1 lap behind the previous 1 hour record. 
Moss with his slower Aston-Martin was only 2” behind Flockhart 
and 16” ahead of teammate Salvadori who was leading the Phil 
Hill Ferrari by half a minute. The American's Ferrari was lead- 
ing the 2-litre class, and in the 1500s the battle was hot between 
the Porsche and the Lotus. Herrmann was leading but Chapman 
was not far behind and ahead of the other Porsches. The 1100s 
were well taken care of by the Lotus, and in the 750s the factory 
Panhard of Chancel was running away from the others. 

After three hours of racing the cars started to come in for fuel. 
and the average was a very creditable 106.19 mph. Moss/Collins, 
by their driving, had retaken the lead away from the Jaguar who 
was trailing by 9”. If Moss had been driving last year with this 
106 mph average speed, he would have been 14th overall! The 
bad weather and the new restriction on gas was really having an 
effect on everyone. Third place was still held by Salvadori’s Aston- 
Martin, but Phil Hill with no clutch lost 5’ in the pits and 
dropped back into 9th place. Now in fourth position came Trin- 
tignant who had taken over from Gendebien and. seemed to be 
going much faster. 5th was Manzon’s Gordini which was going 
beautifully, and in 6th was the other Gordini driven by da Silva. 

The Hermann/Maglioli Porsche was now coming into the over- 
all picture and was in 10th ahead of the Lotus. The Panhard was 
still leading the 750s as well as on Index. Hawthorn, last years 
winner, was running almost last in 40th position. 

At the 6-hour mark the leading Moss was fighting off Flock- 
hart’s attack and had now over a Il lead on the Jag. Im 3rd and 
4th places were Trintignant and Hill/Simon. Both Ferraris were 
doing extremely well in spite of their lack of top speed. Manzon’s 
Gordini was in the pits with engine trouble, and da Silva had 
dropped back into 10th place with ignition trouble. Once more 
Gordini’s fine efforts had ended, and it was most unfortunate, his 
cars being really well up with the best during those 6 hours. In 
5th place was Salvadori and in 6th the Belgian Jaguar. In the 
Index two D.B.s were leading, as well as in their class, and both 
factory Panhards were now out. 

At the half-way mark (12 hours of racing) we find Flockhart 
in first position: the superior speed of the Jaguar had finally 
spoken and never again were Moss/Collins, in spite of their com- 
bined talents, able to catch the Jaguar. Trintignant/Gendebien. 
driving regularly like clockwork were still in 3rd place and in 
4th was the 2.5-litre Aston-Martin driven by Brooks. The Herr- 
mann/Maglioli Porsche was cut and the Chapman Lotus was very 
sick, but the Frankenberg/Trips Porsche, No. 25, was running ex- 
cellently and had now reached Sth place. ahead of the Belgian 
Jaguar. Phil Hill's fine efforts had ended with a broken rear axle, 
but in Ilth place the U.S. 2-litre Ferrari of Picard/Tappan/Hively 
was doing well, comfortably leading its class. In the 1100 class 
the Lotus was still carrying on the hattle with Bentley's Cooper 
and these cars were not too far apart. On the Index the D.Bs 
were 1 and 2 followed by the Porsche. The leaders average was 
very impressive at 102.46 mph but still well below last year's 
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John Bentley, the motoring journalist 
(above). driving the somewhat battered 
Cooper 1100. Note the wind-littered 

road surface.

figure. The weather continued bad and no less than 28 cars were 
out with a great number of accidents, one of them taking the 
life of the Panhard driver Heéry. 

At the 18th hour the weather which has been miserable so far 
seemed to have improved a little; the constant rain was letting up, 
but the wind was terrible. The Jaguar was almost 2 laps ahead 
of the Aston-Martin, while behind Moss was Trintignant, firmly 
holding his third place with the Belgian Jaguar now 4th in front 
In 6th place we find Brooks’ Aston-Martin re- 


driver, Walker, in the hospital. Behra, driving the heavy Talbot 
with great verve, had done the fine job of holding 7th, and in 


8th we had the surprise of finding Hawthorn’s Jag, with Bueb 


driving, who had made a spectacular comeback, beating ‘several 
times in the process this year’s lap record. (116.12mph average). 
In the Index the D.B. was still leading with the Porsche second 
and creeping up slowly. In the 1100s Bentleys fine driving had 
finally brought him up in front of the Lotus. 

From this point on until the end of the race we find hardly 
any changes, and the last part of this long 24-hour battle between 
the Scottish team of Fieckhart/Sanderson and Moss/Collins went 
finally to the Jaguar. In the last few hours Moss, in spite of 2 
gears missing, drove very fast indeed and was only 10 miles away 
from the winner when the latter crossed the finish line, taking 
the 3-litre class as well. 

Flockhart’s win was very popular because everyone knew that

the car was a privately owned machine, and on the continent 
everybody likes to see the private entry beat the factory cars. In 
Fleckhart/Sanderson’s case the Jaguar factory can certainly give 
them a laurel’ wreath. They did a splendid job, and if it had not 
been for them the 1956 Le Mans could have been one of the worst 
Le Mans ever for Jaguar. Flockhart’s average was 104.403 mph. 
This total is 72.66 miles less covered than the course record, but 
his average speed is outstanding considering the new rules and the 
weather conditions. Trintignant drove as usual a_ remarkably 
steady race, and he could not have placed better this time unless 
the two leaders had broken down, the Ferraris being definitely 
slower than the Jags. In 4th position came the Belgian Jaguar, 
continuing their fine performance of finishing four years in a row! 
A splendid 5th place was taken by the Frankenberg/Trips Porsche, 
which also took 2nd place in the Index. The Index was won by 
the extraordinary little D.B. which took its revenge on the Porsche. 
In 6th place came Hawthorn, a terrific performance after such a 
loss of time early in the race. 7th place and class winner was 
the Bicknell Lotus which managed to heat Bentleys Cooper in 
the last hour of the race, a great show for those two cars and their 
drivers. Only 14 cars crossed the finishing line in one of the big- 
gest car slaughters in Le Mans history! Among the victims of 
the last few hours was the unlucky Behra (gear-box) and the Pi- 
eard/Hively Ferrari which was disqualified for taking gas 2 laps 
too early, the responsibility of this mistake going mostly to the 
Ferrari pit organization. (Continued on next page)

oe THE A.C. Ace was first shown at the London Show in 
the fall of 1953 it must have been something of a shock to 
the conservative British, Here was a company founded in 1900, 
which through the years had built a limited number of specialized 
and rather conservative automobiles for the discriminating “carriage 
trade.” The Ace was frankly a radical departure and definitely 
Italian in character. However, it has been enthusiastically received 
by the sporting fraternity both in its native land and in the U.S. 

The first product of A.C. Cars, Ltd.. was a 3-wheeled vehicle 
known as the Auto Carrier. First taste of fame came to the young 
company shortly after World War I when their brilliant chief de- 
signer, John Weller, introduced the “Light Six,” an entirely new 
and advanced car powered by a 1!/-litre six-cylinder engine. This 
was a light alloy engine with wet sleeves and a chain-driven over- 
head camshaft. Enlarged to 1991 cc, it is essentially the same en- 
gine that is still used today. Thus it must be admitted that the A.C. 
powerplant is one of the “oldest” designs being produced, yet at 
the same time it incorporates most of the latest improvements in 


In an effort to achieve Italianate simplicity. designers have 
virtually eliminated ornamental trim. 
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detail engine developments and except for a long stroke is still an 
advanced design by any standard of comparison. 

In later years the firm and marque has not actively participated 
in competition, but in earlier days such famous name drivers as 
Hawker, Kaye Don, S. F. Edge, and Victor Bruce drove A.C. cars 
with success on numerous occasions. There were many victories, 
culminating in a record run at just over 100 mph for one hour, in 
1922. This was a special car with a four cylinder 11/-litre power- 
plant and was driven by J. A. Joyce. 

After World War II the pre-war product was continued, but with 
new styling. The chassis, however, was certainly obsolete, and the 
interesting prototype designs of British Engineer Tojeiro were taken 
over to be incorporated in the first Ace and later in the coupe ver- 
sion known as the Aceca. 

The Tojeiro chassis consists of a pair of 3” tubes acting as frame 
rails, and independent suspension on all four wheels. The tubular 
frame complete with body hoops weighs only 147 lbs. and is quite 
rigid. Suspension at both ends is by conventional wishbones with

endeavoring to convince drivers and spectators that airport X or 
Z has the best faked road course in the country. But newcomers, 
as well as the thousands who have been religiously attending the 
Brynfan Tyddyn races in the last five years, will tell you that this 
course is “the real McCoy.” A weekend combining a hill climb of 
the caliber of Giants Despair and a true road race on the most 
challenging circuit in Eastern United States is guaranteed to 
delight the enthusiast as well as the casual spectator. 

Early Saturday morning, the weather continued to be nasty but 
all the roads west of Harvey Lake (near Wilkes-Barre, Pa.) leading 
to the 3.5 mile Brynfan Tyddyn course were already lined with a 
steady flow of traffic. Taking off from the start-finish line, you find 
on your right Senator Newell Wood's mansion which dominates 
his colorful estate around which the course is wrapped. (It is 
generally known that if it were not for this gentleman’s keen 
enthusiasm for the sport, there would not be a Brynfan Tyddyn 
road race.) Proceeding straight for about three hundred yards 


The traditional MG race scheduled for 10:00 a.m. did not get 
underway until 1:00 p.m., since a well justified safety measure 
compelled all the contestants to practice under the prevailing ad- 
verse conditions. The preliminaries went off without any major 
difficulties. as the rain had ceased around noon leaving a pitch 
dark sky with photographers in a state of frustration. Robert Bucher 
who made second best time of the day at the Hill Climb put his 
MG-A in front in the first race, and kept pulling away from the 
other 23 contestants. The real battle was between Robinson, Ash, 
and Windridge. But unfortunately some blocking and tackling 
tactics were reported too often around the whole course forcing 
the officials to castigate the culprits, and Robinson who finished 
fourth found himself listed in second place. 


The second event for Class E and F Production was dominated 
by Porsches, Morgan, and Arnolt Bristol. From the start, Bill Lilley 
in a Porsche made a strong bid for the lead. but Tom Payne in an

The third event for Formula III (500 cc) is a tradition at 
Brynfan Tyddyn. In other events around the U.S., one sees these 
temperamental little bombs run with other cars in the unrestricted 
category, but at Brynfan they have a special race of their own, 
and the public has a soft spot in its heart for them. Eleven cars 
were entered, and the big miracle of the day took place when nine 
of them converged under their own power on the starting line. Taking 
no chances, the starter waved them off before they came to a stop. 
Rowland Keith in a Cooper showed the way home to the pack for 
the complete ten_ laps, averaging a whisker under 64 mph, but by 
the time he reached the finish all but four of his followers had 
fallen by the wayside. Lex Dupont, Harry Beck and Harry Whitney 
received the checkered flag with their Coopers very much alive; but 
Geo. Alderman sat around the finish mark from lap No. 8 and 
patiently waited for the opportune moment to push his racer across 
the line. 

Twenty-one cars in class G & H Production and Modified partici- 
pated in the fourth race. Duncan Black in a Mark IX Lotus and 
Chuck Dietrich in an Elva Mark I ran a close duel all the way to 
the fifth lap trading position three times. But thereafter the Lotus 
began to show signs of ill health and steadily lost ground allowing 
the Elva to finish- with a 25-second lead at an average of 62.2 mph. 

The final and main event for Class E and F Modified (15 laps 
92.5 miles) got underway with a minimum of delay as many 
feared that headlights might be required before the end. Among 
the 10 starters, Otto Linton, the defending champion, had his Osca 
on the line; Bill Klinck was in his Lotus MG; Carroll Shelby and 
Robert Goldich were mounted in twin Ferrari Mondials and Jack 
McAfee in a Porsche 550 Spyder. From the start it was Shelby 
and McAfee all the way putting on a demonstration of how to 
break all existing records. Though Shelby had the lead at all times, 
it was far from those monotonous and unchallenged races in which 
one car jumps to the lead and runs away so fast that other con- 
testants can only catch a glimpse of it as they are being lapped. 
This event was a real race through and through as McAfee kept 
nosing in, constituting a real threat for the leader. Shelby, well 
aware of the situation, never wasted any time and even increased 
his lead to 15 seconds on the 7th lap. Anxiety ran high among pit 
crews as well as spectators, and no one ventured to guess which of 
the two cars would be first to flash through a turn. Would the 
Ferrari hold together to the end? Would the Porsche be able to 
catch the leader and outrun him to the finish? Shelby’s crew, fear- 
ing for the car, signaled their man to ease off a bit. In the mean- 
time, McAfee kept moving in full bore. Goldich’s Ferrari ran alone 
in third place while Linton and Klinck had a private contest. So 
hot was the pace that on the 13th lap, the first three leaders had 
lapped the entire field including Linton’s Osca which had won this 
race for the past two years. At this point McAfee was only 1.9 sec. 
behind the leader. That was too close for comfort and Shelby re- 
ceived a “faster” signal. Not a man to disappoint his crew, he 
completely the next lap in 2:53.3 (72.7 mph) breaking by far all 
existing records and setting a mark that will be hard to beat. 
McAfee in the meantime was not exactly loafing, as he finished 
within a few car lengths of the leader amidst wild cheers and horn 
blowing from the fascinated spectators. (Shelby’s average speed 
70.338 mph—McAfee’s 70.260 mph.) 

And so ended a wet weekend which saw the downfall of all 
previous records and the fanciest bits of driving ever seen in 
Wilkes-Barre. =e

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NE worD suffices to describe the 1956 edition of this event: 
WET. But let’s hasten to say that though the elements were 
not in a celebrating mood, the spirit of the organizers retained all 
the enthusiasm inspired by the Golden Jubilee of Giants Despair 
Hill Climb. The publicity for this event was so expertly handled 
that in spite of the heavy downpour, with no let-up in the forecast, 
the crowd kept trickling in at a steady flow. By noon, there was 
hardly an open space behind the fences of the mile-long course. 
Spectators, who last year sweltered in 110° heat, were packed 
three deep under the umbrellas designed for one, and appeared to 
be gliding over the dense white clouds of steam rising up from the 
damp, coal-rich earth. 

Ninety drivers, displaying an array of cars from the pint-size to 
the multi-litre monsters, queued at the foot of the mountain await- 
ing their turn to test their skill against the 20% grade of the 
famous S, justly named the Devil's Elbow. The goal for the big 
cars: to effectuate the climb in one minute flat (60 mph). 

For some undetermined reason, the magic mile-a-minute seems to 
be the most sought after speed in a number of hill climbs. Is it 
because the challenge of the course, in most cases, is so great that 
60 mph represents the mark to shoot for, or is it a heritage of the 
pioneering days of automobiles when such speed was the ultimate 
in daredevilish velocity? Anyway the old Giant. who over a peried 
of 50 years had resisted the legendary assaults of a Ralph De Palma 
in yesteryears and a Phil Walters or an Erwin Goldschmidt in our 
present era, was finally subdued by Carroll Shelby, the “Flying 
Texan.” Shelby, at the helm of a 4.5 Grand Prix Ferrari, not only 
broke Goldschmidt’s standing record of 1:01.26 established in 1954 
but he crashed through the “sonic barrier” of a mile-a-minute, 
making the run in 0:58.768. At the time of his spectacular run, 
the rain had recessed for a while and the pavement was relatively 
dry, but the most daring performance took place the day before 
during practice when in a steady downpour he shattered Gold- 


schmidt’s record with a swift 1:00.429.

Giants Despair Hill Climb 


In keeping with the tempo of the celebration of Wilkes-Barre’s 
Sesquicentennial, which coincided with the Golden Jubilee of 
Giants Despair Hill Climb, great excitement was yet to come. Bob 
Bucher mounted in a Cad-Allard also broke the 1954 record with 
0:59.867 and went on further to become with Shelby the only pair 
to have traveled on wheels at better than a 60 mph average over 
this course. Sherwood Johnston in a D-Jag. with a time of 
1:00.340, also shared the honor of bettering the old record and 
placed third overall. Jack McAfee registered 1:03.413 in a Porsche 
Spyder: Paul O'Shea in a Mercedes 300SL, 1:04.665: Dick Thomp- 
son 1:04.689 with the Corvette; Roland Gizzi in a T-Bird 1:13.773: 
Frank Baptista 1:08.999 in a Mark IX Lotus: Harry Carter 1:07.842 
in a XK140MC Jag. 

For the sake of comparison we have shown only the time of a few 
cars which have done best in their class. However, many more 
turned in fine performances, breaking records in all classes. Now 
that the previous record has been broken not by a fraction of a 
second, as is usually the case, but by a full two and a half seconds, 
we dare not venture any prediction for next year. However, many

1949 MG-TC 


Ed. Note: The following nostalgic report was put together fro 
notes made by the Editor over six years ago and the data was take 
from an actual car which belonged to Mrs. Bond. 

February, 1950—The advent of the MG-TC on the American mar- 
ket was not accompanied by any great fanfare, but alrea 
completely new idea of using a small sports car for fun driving 
has captured the -imagination of a public normally interested only 
in transportation. The recent price reduction from $2395 to $1895 
should do much to accelerate acceptance of this = 

Certainly the first time we took the wheel of a 
indeed—what with the right-hand drive, left-hand shift, low seating 
position and ultra-quick steering. The latter point was quite dis- 
concerting at first, and we literally staggered down the street f 
a few blocks. Very soon, however, one gets the true feel of the car 
and its charm grows with the miles. 

A gearbox that must be used properly, and can be, is something 
new to us but it soon proved to be sheer pleasure. With a fool

proof synchromesh on the 3 upper ratios one anticipates the peed 
of the next moment and employs the British “downshifting™ tech- 
nique. The MG is not designed to be a high-gear performer, but 
proper use of the gears gives remarkably brisk performance, the 
engine buzzing away merrily ali the while. For a four-cylinder 


unit the powerplant is remarkably smeoth; it will run up to 5500 
rpm at least without complaint or worry, and we once touched 
6200 rpm in 2nd gear. 

The results of the timed high speed runs may cause some “flay 
among MG‘ owners, but our data was taken with an ample run-up 


and agrees with similar reports published in England. We found 
no important difference in speed between top-up and top-down, but 
overseas reports say that folding the windshield forward adds 2 


or 3 mph. Having no goggles or vizor, we did not try. Suffice it 
to say that the axle ratio is near-perfect for best possible top speed 
since the engine peaks at 5200 rpm which is very close re b

The quick steering (1.7 turns, lock to leck) has been mentioned 
although the turning circle is rather poor at 37 ft. The suspension 
is very stiff at the rear and the MG corners like the proverbial 
train—“as if on rails.” If the proper gear is selected (high is not 
powerful enough) a corner can be taken with a beautifn] drift 
with very little “sawing” of the steering wheel. There is a slight 
amount of understeer which is not objectionable and can be re 


duced by using relatively Jow tire pressures in front and rather 
high pressures at the rear. Unfortunately this treatment is at cross- 
purpeses with the ride characteristics, for the front end seems too 
soft for the rear (or vice-versa) and the radiator bobs up and down 
rather too fast over rough roads. High speed stability i 
good and requires alert attention to the steering on narrow roads. 
One run, down-hill, at 90 mph indicated. proved this—keeping a 
safe straight course at this speed being almost” impossible. 

With all its faults the TC will prove to be a dearly pos 
session. It is extremely durable and many of the cars owned by 
our friends have taken’ really terrible treatment and abuse without 


complaint or trouble. Styled in the true classic sports car tradition,

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R SOME unaccountable reason there has never been a road test 
Fa an MG-TC published in Road & Track. Perhaps this omis- 
sion was due to the fact that at the time we began putting out 
regular monthly issues, the TC was being superseded by the TD: 
perhaps also we assumed that the TC was so familiar to our early 
readers that a formal introduction would have been presumptuous. 
But these are flimsy excuses, and the hard fact remains that only 
now—nearly ten years after our first issue—are we finally paying 
homage to the one car above all others that kindled the spark of 
the post-war sports car movement in the U.S.A. And during the 
years of taking the TC for granted, it has slowly changed from 
contemporary fo classic. There are always those who will argue 
that true classics must date from before the Second World War, 
but most enthusiasts will agree that the rank of classic for the TC 
is unassailable, if for no other reason than that it stems directly 
from the TB model introduced in early 1939. 

The illustrious history of the British MG has been told many 
times in many places and probably nowhere better than in John

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W. Thornley’s definitive book, “Maintaining the Breed.” We will 
not attempt to recount the saga here because we are concerned 
mainly with one model. It is worth remembering, however, that 
the very first MG was built in 1923—a lean body mounted on a 
Morris Oxford chassis and fitted with a pohv Hotchkiss engine. It 
topped 80 mph and created quite a sensation, but it was not until 
1930 that MG’s racing history is generally considered to have be- 
gun. In 1929 the cars name-initials, which have puzzled so many 
through the years, were explained as being in honor of Sir William 
R. Morris and standing for his original company, “Morris Garages,” 
and they have stood ever since sufixed by a bewildering alphabet 
of model designations to confound the layman and delight the ex- 
pert. The first MG Midget appeared in 1929, and then began the 
long series of brilliant racing achievements and record runs which 
actually have yet to see an end. 

Nowadays there is an almost unanimous feeling among sports car 
people that the TC represents the high-water mark of MG achieve- 
ment. There are MGs that are faster, roomier, far better riding, 
quieter—but there has never been a model that stood for so much

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that is “thoroughbred” about a sports car. It is hardly exaggerating 
to say that when in the late "forties the TC made its appearance on 
the highways of this country, it stood out from other vehicles like 
Swaps or Nashua in a field of plow-horses. For a comfort-loving 
public it was wretchedly impractical; your spine was jolted, your 
knees bumped, you were hot in the sun and wet in the rain, you 
had no luggage space and only 54 bhp—but for the first time in 
many a year you were driving a car. A person felt that it was part 
of him, as quick and responsive to his commands as a well trained 
mare, and for many a U.S. driver this was something new and won- 
derful. Inevitably concessions to comfort (TD), performance (TF- 
1500) and modern styling (A) had to come, but somehow with 
each succeeding model the prestige of the TC just. continues to 
grow. As those running acquire more and more miles, finding a 
really “clean” one becomes more and more difficult. When, there- 
fore, we encountered the TC shown on these pages at a Bakersfield 
concours d’élégance (where it won its class), we examined it 
thoroughly, found it just about as “clean” as they come, and de- 
cided to present it in Salon. 

Mr. Paul Vusovich is a sales representative for Cadillac’s factory 
retail division at 5151 Wilshire Blvd. in Los Angeles, and as such, 
not the most likely person to be an MG owner. When, however, he 
purchased this car two years ago for $620, it was not in the best of 
shape. A minor accident involving a crumpled fender decided him

on the restoration undertaking, and, although not as elaborate a 
job as shown on the next page, his work was sufficient to win a 
roomful of trophies including best-in-show at the Palm Springs 
concours last February. Mr. Vusovich’s aim was not to have the 
gaudiest TC possible, but rather an authentic restoration of the car 
to its original state. The body was not removed, but its baby-blue 
paint was scrupulously matched and the tan leather refurbished. 
More than $2000 dollars have been spent bringing the car up to its 
present condition, but with concours-ready TCs as highly prized as 
they are today (even a reasonably preserved one can bring from 
$1200-1500), it is not inconceivable that Mr. Vusovich could re- 
trieve his investment, should he ever decide to sell. At present, 
however, he is content to bring home an occasional cup and give 
his wife and five children turns riding around on the weekend. 
On the next page you will find a picture story of some of the 
work involved in restoring a TC if you want to go “all-out.” The 
car has been a frequent competitor to (and once victor over) our 
Salon TC, but owner VY. E. Elisworth’s emphasis is more on compe- 
tition trim.

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EIMS, WORLD CAPITAL of famous champagne, is also known by

French Grand Prix is held. Reims is perhaps not among the 
world’s most difficult courses, but it has always been a spot where 
many close and exciting races are held. For this 42nd Grand Prix 
of France all the world’s best drivers were of course present driving 
the finest thoroughbreds of the day: Ferraris, Maseratis, Vanwalls, 
Gordinis and the exciting newcomer, Bugatti. The British BRM 
still suffering from valve troubles, unfortunately couldn't make it. 

The Ferrari cars were identical to the ones which dominated so 
completely the race at Spa three weeks earlier. Drivers were Fangio, 
Collins, Castellotti and the apprentice G.P. drivers, de Portago 
and Gendebien. The .Maserati men were Moss, Behra, Perdisa, 
Villoresi, and Tarufh, plus the independents Rosier, Simon, and 
Godia.. The cars looked quite unchanged from Spa, but one of the 
practice cars was the ultra-streamlined machine first seen in Monza 
last year and which was not retained for use. All of the Maseratis 
except for one which had fuel injection were using carburetors and 
14 mm plugs. Gordini brought three cars, two 8 cyl. and a 6 cyl. 
One of the pretty 8 cyl. machines (now running with a mixture of 
alcohol) had been lightened by no less than 200 Ibs. This car was 
given to Manzon. Their other drivers were da Silva and Pilette. 

Britian’s hope, the Vanwall, showed up for the first time with a 
team of three cars. They were all alike and quite similar to the 
ones seen previously. The only change was a modification in the air 
intake of the fuel injection system. Drivers were Schell, Hawthorn 
(loaned by BRM) and Lotus’ designer Chapman. Bugatti, at last 
trying to make a comeback, brought two cars for Trintignant, a 
practice one and a newer model which had a lighter body and a 
more powerful engine. Unfortunately this car was completed only 
a couple of days before the first practice day and had the ridiculous 
total of 51 kms of break-in! Consequently the whole picture was not 
very encouraging to start with. The practices were run with excel- 
lent weather. The previous record established by Mercedes was 
promptly beaten, first by the Vanwall with Hawthorn and Schell,* 
then by the Ferraris of Fangio, Collins, Castellotti and then by 
Behra’s Maserati. All of those men were above the high 125 niph 
mark which Mercedes could not attain in °54, either in practice or 
in the race. The Bugatti looked as if it were suffering from road- 
handling troubles due to an incorrect distribution of the fuel 
tanks and was also lacking top speed. 


Finally, after those animated trials, on the starting line we had, 
first, three Ferraris: then two Vanwalls, two Maseratis followed by 
two more Ferraris and the others. Fangio was of course the first 
man with 2’ 23” meaning an astonishing speed of over 129 mph. His 
teammates, Collins and Castellotti, didn’t do badly either attaining 
a speed of 129 mph. We were indeed to see high speeds at this 
4th G.P. of the 1956 season. 

When the grand old Charles Faroux dropped the flag, Collins 
jumped into the lead, followed by Castellotti and Fangio, but at 
the end of the first lap it was Castellotti who came around first with 
Fangio and Collins in his wheels. Behind the Ferrari trio came 
Hawthorn’s green Vanwall leading the two other Ferraris of De 
Portago and Gendebien which were followed by the other Vanwall 
driven by Schell. Then to our surprise came, in only 8th and 9th 
places, the Maseratis of Behra and Moss which seemed sadly lacking 
in top speed. Bugatti was in 13th position in the middle of the 
Gordinis, and at that very moment everybody had the feeling that 
we were not yet to see the day of a Bugatti miracle. 

The next 12 laps saw the three leading Ferraris pulling away 
from the rest of the feld with no apparent effort. Fangio, Collins, 
and Castellotti were seeming to enjoy themselves a great deal, and 
at speeds of up to 190 mph were politely exchanging positions for 
the amusement of the 100,000 spectators packed around the circuit. 
Just 15 seconds behind the trio, Hawthorn was working quite hard 
to stay in front of the two other Ferraris. De Portago and Gende- 
bien were also having great fun driving their machines and probably 
thought that Grand Prix were a lot of fun this way. Some distance 
behind, Behra and Moss were trying everything to gain but couldn't 
seem to do much. On lap 14, Moss, after breaking his gear shift 
stick, took over the fuel injection car which up to that time had 
been driven by Perdisa in 9th position. Perdisa’s car was no bomb 
and was smoking a great deal, but it was a running car and Moss 
was satisfied to find it rather than nothing. Schell, the number one 
Vanwall driver, was hit by trouble right from the beginning and 
had to retire with a broken engine on lap 6. On lap 12 Hawthorn 


was called into the pits and Schell took over his car in a flash and

was off again, this time for a memorable pursuit which soon was to 
put everyone on his feet with excitement. 

Not at all impressed by the five Ferraris and Behra’s Maserati 
which were ahead of him, Schell launched his attack using at his 
best the remarkable possibilities of the very fast Vanwall. On lap 
17 Schell passed Behra, then on lap 20 de Portago and Gendebien. 
On lap 12 he broke for the first time of the day the 200 kph 
(124.2 mph) average mark (old lap record by Herrmann in a 
Mercedes with 195 kph). Schell was no longer driving; he was 
simply flying and he was inexorably cutting off the comfortable 
advance held by the three leading Ferraris which at that point did 
not seem to notice. On lap 26 Schell was only 13 seconds behind 
the Ferrari boys and still no reaction from them. On lap 28 he 
again beat his lap record with 201 kph and was right behind the 
Ferraris. Then on lap 29, laying on everything he had, Schell liter- 
ally plunged into the Ferrari pack just as they were reaching thag™ 
slow Thilois corner and at once passed, with a rare audacity 
Collins and Castellotti. At that point the leading Fangio, always 
prudent, accelerated enough to stay ahead of Schell, and as the 
four cars came again in front of the stands wheel in wheel some

and kept the public roaring with enthusiasm. Everyone was cheering 
Schell, but with three against one Schell didn’t have a chance. 
While Collins and Castellotti (who had repassed him) were keeping 
him busy, Fangio started to pull away, twice in the process breaking 
the lap record, the last time being at 204 kph. Fangio, helped so 
ably by Collins and Castellotti, plus the superior all-around per- 
formance of the Ferrari, was too much, and Schell, with his 
machine half-broken and surely with his heart broken, couldn't 
keep up the pace. He started to lose ground steadily and finally 
finished in his pit where he was then to make several long stops. 
Schell’s valiant attempt to be leader of this Grand Prix of France 
had failed but his fantastic drive will long be remembered and 
brought direct results to three of the Ferrari team. Two retired with 
engine and gear-box trouble (Gendebien and de Portago) and the 
one driven by Fangio had to make a pit stop on lap 38 to fix a 
oose carburetor and a leaking gas pipe. When he restarted he 
ad lost over two minutes, and with only 20 minutes to go the 
situation was suddenly all changed. We now had Castellotti in first 
place with Collins on his tail, Behra a minute behind, Fangio 
(114 minutes behind Behra) and Moss who had made a remarkable 
comeback in his sick Maserati. While that exciting battle had been 
going on, the Bugatti, after an honorable show against the Gordini, 
had retired with a broken accelerator. Its retirement was unforunate, 
but in any case this car had come too soon to racing and did not 
have enough preparation, the best example being that the day before 
the race the 260 hp engine of the new car (whose read-handling 
was bad) wads fitted into the heavier but more stable practice car. 


The next 10 laps of the race saw Castellotti leading, but everyone 
had the feeling that Collins was just waiting and that he could

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jump the Italian hero any time he wanted. Far away behind the 
leaders Fangio was driving at his best and was on each lap cutting 
seconds: off Behra’s lead. Behra couldn't do much about it in his 
slower Maserati. On lap 40, with 11 to go, Collins decided it was 
time for him to act, and with the calm and the form of a- World 
Champion he passed a furious Castellotti who, for awhile, had 
thought that this race was all for him. Poor Castellotti tried to 
react with everything he had but it was just in vain, and Collins 
was a car's length ahead of him when he crossed the finishing line, 
brilliantly winning this Grand Prix of France. One minute 30 
seconds behind the Ferraris came Behra and the checkered flag 
was certainly busy, as Fangio ended only 5 seconds after him. 
Fangio’s ultimate drive was superb and, as in Monaco, the maestro 
accomplished the exploit of breaking again his own lap record on 
the last round this time only a fraction under 205 kph. In 5th 
place finished Moss, and in 6th veteran Rosier who drove very well 
indeed in his private Maserati. He was followed by Godia with 
whom he had a good go during the whole race. Then in 8th, 9th, 
and llth places came the Gordini team which was the only team 
finishing intact. Gordini has made great progress this year; his 
cars are very reliable, their road handling is good, but they need 
more hp to be real challengers for the others. Schell finished finally 
in 10th place. 

So another Grand Prix was over. Fangio perhaps should have 
won it, but again he lost, and this time again it was the coming 
man of the year who was victor. Collins’ win, because of his youth 
(24) was warmly greeted by a sportive French public, and now the 
popular Peter is the G.P. leader with 19 points as against 14 for 
Behra, 13 for Fangio, and 12 for Moss. Only those who know 
Collins’ fine talents fully realized early this year that he was the 
man to watch and that he would be a real threat to Fangio and 
Moss. With first, second and fourth places, the Ferrari win was 
spectacular and fully cOnfirmed their Spa victory. The Maseratis 
were not fast enough and again not well prepared. It is such a pity 
that this firm does not concentrate on fewer cars and do them well. 
as they did in Monaco. Only one car at Reims could have given 
trouble to Ferrari, and it was the Vanwall which on the straight 
was the fastest machine. The Vanwall, however, is still frd@gile and 
will need more reliability in order to come through with a big win. 
Bugatti’s showing was rather sad, but for a small firm a year is 
just not enough to make a winning Grand Prix car, even with the 
former experience of the Bugatti firm. Bugatti however will be back. 
Plans are already underway to make an entirely new car using 
the present engine which seems to be very good. Roland Bugatti 
said, with a wink in his eye, “Be patient and we will give you a 
fine racing machine yet”—not at all discouraged. 

The next World Championship race is at Silverstone on that hard, 
tricky, and unusual track. Anything can happen. . . even Fangio 
might break his streak of bad luck and win a race! (He did; see

Before the G.P. two 12-hour sports car races were held for under 
and over 1500 cc, respectively. The first was won by a Porsche 
driven by Von Frankenberg and Storez. Phil Hill drove a Cooper- 
Climax with Stirling Moss, and although Hill took the class lap 
record at 112 mph, the car suffered a breakdown. The second race 
was a stunning sweep for Jaguar, with D-types taking the first four 
places. Duncan Hamilton and Ivor Bueb drove the winning car at 
an average speed of 111 mph, and Hamilton set the lap record at 
118.13 mph. Fifth place went to a Ferrari.

ee THIS year before the Torino show Senor Abarth, known 
all over the world for the efficiency of his exhaust pipes and 
numerous modifications of all types of cars, decided that it would 
be of high interest to have one of his modified 750 cc Fiat engines 
mounted in a streamlined body with the object of breaking some 
of the various speed and endurance records held until then by 
some French cars, notably the D. B. Panhards. 

The construction of this model was given to the Italian body- 
maker Bertone whose treatment of the lovely Alfa Giulietta had 
been so highly praised everywhere. The job was completed in time 
for the Torino show and was so well done that it was one of the 
sensations of that show. At that time the well known Italian 
sportsman and journalist, Count Lurani, suggested to Abarth that 
it would be of great interest and an unusual experience if the car 
were to be driven for the record by a group of international journal- 
ists. The idea was accepted with enthusiasm, and the day after the 
thousand kilometers of Monza, six journalists met at the famous 
track to attempt to break the records of 3000 miles, 5000 kms., 48 
hours, 10,000 kms., 72 hours. The journalists were Lurani from 
Italy, Herr Weiselman from Germany, Paul Frere from Belgium, 
Honneger from Switzerland, Gordon Wilkins from England and 
Bernard Cahier from France. A week earlier the pretty little Abarth 
making a sort of trial run had already broken some records includ- 
ing the one for 24 hrs. On Monday at 8 a.m. Lurani began the 
trials and was followed by Frere, Cahier and Weiselman. Things 
seemed to be going well and the car was lapping happily at a 100 
mph when unfortunately a valve broke around the tenth hour. Not 
at all discouraged by this setback Signor Abarth with his usual good 
spirit sent the car back to his Torino factory to be repaired. In 
“record” time the engine was changed and the car returned to 
Monza. An interesting detail is that the engine newly mounted was 
a normal Abarth engine of the type which equipped all the Fiat 
Abarth 750 cars. This engine was giving 42 bhp at 5500 rpm. 
Paul Frere né-started the record attempt and the journalists then 
took turns every three hours day and night. The first day was hot 
and the battery boiled, so for safety reasons Abarth decided to 
run the car at night without its headlights. The straight of the 
Monza track was then marked with lanterns, but it was not possible

to light the high-speed banked part which gave strange sensations 
to the drivers as they came onto those dark portions of the track. 
I drove four hours of the first night and can testify for myself and 
the other drivers that at first it was almost frightening to be driving 
at top speed on the banking into the blackness of night. As we 
came each time out of the black part we had the same sensations 
as those of an airplane pilot when he sees the lights of the runway 
ahead. Fortunately the moon came out later in the night on each of 
these three nights to give us a little relief. After three exciting 
but rather tiring days durirg which the car ran perfectly, all the 
records hoped for were beaten, much to the joy of the drivers and 
the dynamic Abarth team under the direction of Signor Abarth 
who tirelessly remained on the track throughout the three days. 
To break speed and endurance records it takes a great deal of 
time, organization, and spirit. The Abarth record attempts were 
perfectly organized, and the pit stops were well carried out with 
relative calmness considering that we were in Italy! 
The various records established were: 
For 3000 Miles -...... 144.951 kph (previously 103.26 kph) 
For 5000 Kms. _...... 145.175 kqh (previously 136.42 kph) 


For 48 Hours -.......... 145.394 kph (previously 126.79 kph) 
For 1000 Kms. _...... 140.658 kph 
For 72 Hours _..... 140.632 kph 4s (2: Km = 621 mi.) 


Amazingly enough the gas consumjtion during this entire period 
was just above 6 litres per 100 kms., and hardly any oil was used. 
This is a good point for the public to know since the engine used 
was the engine available to anyone and has already been sold in 
large quantities. Another fine point in favor of this remarkable 
record established by the Abarth is the fact that with the excep- 
tion of the body and chassis all the rest of this car—brakes, suspen- 
sion, gear-box, etc.—were stock from the 600 Fiat. Driving this 
car was at all times a pleasure: there was much leg room ir 4 > 
for a record car, and the seating position excellent. Driving@W; 
Abarth was a very interesting experience. With six drivers there 
from six different countries it was indeed run in an international 
atmosphere. Let’s hope that these records bring to Signor Abarth 
new successes, and if he needs his “driving team” again, we will 
be happy to return.

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3 ine YEAR THE British Grand Prix was once again back on the 
dificult track at Silverstone, and much excitement was ex- 
pected for its 9th edition since for the first time British racing cars 
were expected to be, on their own ground, a real challenge to the 
others. In the Daily Express meeting held on this very same 
course in early May, BRM made a great impression, and the race 
was finally won by Moss driving a Vanwall. 

During the war Silverstone was one of the big airports from 
which the Allied bombers crushed Germany. Today, after much 
improvement through the years, the Silverstone circuit has become 
quite an excellent course, and its three miles of long, wide, flat 
bends are very difficult to learn. Silverstone is still not like a 
road circuit, but let’s say that it is about the best of the airport 
type circuits. 

The large number of 30 racing cars showed up for the meeting 
including full teams from Ferrari, Maserati, Gordini, BRM, Con- 
naught, and Vanwall. Ferrari brcught four cars of the type seen 
in Monaco with the short nose. Drivers were Fangio, Collins, 
Castellotti, and de Portago, a man who is improving each race 
at the wheel of a mono-posto. Maserati’s forces were represented 
by four factory cars and several independents. Works drivers were 
Behra, Moss, Perdisa, and Villoresi, while the best independents 
were Salvadori, Gould, Maglioli, and Rosier. The works Maseratis 
were unchanged from the previous races, but Moss’ car was an 
older model since the car intended for him burned completely at 
the factory the weekend before. BRM, making its first real ap- 
pearance since Monaco, came with three cars, to be driven by the 
three Britishers ‘Hawthorn, Brooks, and Flockhart. Only one 
BRM was different from the others. It was given to Hawthorn 
and had a 3 inch longer chassis for better stability. Vanwall, the 
sensation of Reims, showed up with three cars with three very

international drivers: Schell, Trintignant, and as a big surprise 


the Pampas Bull, Gonzales himself. These cars were unchanged. 


Connaught’s team was composed of three cars to be driven by 
Scott-Brown, Fairman, and Titterington. All the Connaughts were 
of the Syracuse type with Weber carburetors. Gordini’s eguipe 
was limited to two cars, both 8 cyl. models, driven by Manzon 
and da Silva Ramos. 

The two practice sessions were held with comparatively good 
weather, especially the first day during which the best times were 
accomplished. Moss took top honors and next to him was Fangio. 
Hawthorn, doing really well on the BRM, took 3rd place; then 
came Collins and the two Vanwalls of Schell and Gonzalez. Three 
British cars were in the first six best, and exciting racing was in- 
deed ahead for this British Grand Prix. 

When on Saturday at noon the start was given, a typical sort 
of English fog was hovering overhead. However, a huge crowd of 
over 120,000 people showed up with that wonderful sportive spirit 
which animates the English. The start was very impressive with 
thirty cars going in thick formation into the first turn. Hawthorn 
had made a very fast get-away, and we knew even before seeing it 
by the delighted approval of the crowd that an Englishman was 
leading the way. Sure enough old Mike went sailing by the pits 
with a comfortable lead on the others, the following pack being 
led by Brooks’ BRM. Fangio was third, pressed by Schell’s Van- 
wall and Salvadori’s Maserati. Next came Collins, Castellotti, and 
Moss who for once had made a slow start. Already the race had 
a casualty and it was a really unfortunate one—Gonzalez had 
broken his half-shaft on the starting grid. Argentina is a long 
way to come from for only a few feet of racing! 

The pace was soon high, at nearly 99 mph. In the next 5 laps 
BRM dominated the rest of the field, and Hawthorn was now

several seconds ahead of Fangio, who was chasing Brooks with 
great determination. Following Fangio was Collins, then Moss who 
had really cut his way quickly through traffic. In 6th place was 
Salvadori, and Schell’s gallant start had already ended in the pits 
with feeding trouble. Fangio was obviously unnerved to see this 
young newcomer, Brooks, ahead of him, and in the process of try- 
ing to pass him the World Master spun out on lap 10, dropping 
to 6th place. Moss was now 3rd, followed by Salvadori and Collins. 
Fangio was 15 seconds behind the leader. Everyone was wonder- 
ing how long the pacemaker, BRM, could take it. The answer 
came fast as Moss really started to open up his Maserati, and on 
lap 16 he was taking the lead away from Hawthorn. Salvadori 
was third, tailed by Fangio who had just passed Brooks and Collins 
was in 6th place playing it safe. By lap 20 Moss was 5 seconds 
ahead of Hawthorn. It was he now who was doing the forcing on 
the others, and they were having difficulty following. From that 
point on until the 62nd lap Moss dominated the race completely 
and his fast but calm driving was a joy for everyone to see. The 
road handling of his Maserati looked superb and superior to that 
of the Ferrari. Consequently Fangio, in order not to be left far 
behind, was forced to use all of his remarkable talents, and there 
again it was a moving sight to see a régale of masterful driving. 
Fangio playing with a car near to its limit is always a spectacular 
show. Just as if Hawthorn’s dropping back had been the signal, 
BRM’s troubles really started. On lap 24 the unlucky Hawthorn 
retired with a broken universal joint, and shortly afterwards Brooks 
started to make frequent pit stops. Finally Brooks turned his car 
over and it was burned into scrap. The young Tony was lucky to 
be thrown out and to escape with only a broken jaw and ankle. 
While the BRM disaster was on, the Vanwalls were not doing 
much better, with both constantly in and out of the pits. Moss, 
meanwhile, was controlling the race and increasing his lead which

@.... IN THE infant days of the movie industry, flicker producers 


converged in droves on Southern California because the area 
afforded them the widest possible selection of scenic locale in the 
smallest possible area in the world. Mountains, arid deserts, green 
range land, metropolitan centers; all were just a short drive from 
Hollywood. 

By the same token, Southern California today is one of the best 
regions in the country—scenery-wise—for sports car rallies. The 
Lockheed Sports Car Club of Burbank took advantage of this 
phenomenon in laying out the route for its fourth annual LSCC 
24-hour rally, which if a more descriptive title were sought, could 
well be labeled the “Cartographer’s Delight.” 

The route, totalling 611 miles, could stand little improvement, if 


_ the “ideal” rally route is to be judged on the merits of its variety 


of scenery, just the right mixture of long straights and winding 
back-country trails, high altitudes and low, and incorporating roads 


which the average driver wouldn’t see in his lifetime except through 


the enjoyable medium of rallies. 

The course was mapped out in an area which at one point climbed 
to 6,862 feet altitude and, conversely, dipped to 67 feet below 
sea level, near the Salton Sea. And as if these exaggerated ex- 
tremes wouldn’t offer enough variety, the rally planners tossed in 
a couple hundred miles of parched dessert, five or six “strictly 
second gear” mountain roads, two lakes, dust, fog, and a smattering 
of rain to boot. 

It is therefore safe to report that when the 611th mile had rolled 
into view on the codometers of the competing cars, the prospect 
of heading home to a shower and forty winks drew no argument. 

A total of 114 cars—including eight bearing Detroit labels—were 
at the starting line at 8 p.m. on the Friday starting date. By the 
following evening, all but eight cars crossed the finish line. Those 
that dropped out along the route were plagued mostly with water 
p or radiator difficulties due to the hazards of mountain-pulling 
the warm, springtime Mojave Desert. 

Lockheed’s 24-hour event represents the ultimate in West Coast 
rallying, and, needless to say, preparation on the part of both 
competitors and rally planners for an event of this scope is vital. 
LSCC crews, for instance began looking for a suitable route eight 
months before the actual event, running the course six times before 
winter snows blocked travel over some of the higher elevation 
roads, and four times mere in the weeks preceding the event. As 
you read this, LSCC officials are already working out details for 
the 1957 event. 

At 8:01 p.m. Friday, May 25, the first car, a blood red Siata 
driven and navigated by a father-son team, the Howard McKinneys 
of the Long Beach MG Club, left the start line at the Lockheed 
plant in Burbank. (Unfortunately, both McKinney Jr. and McKin- 
ney III never finished—their Siata developing water pump trouble.) 

For nearly two hours the cars were flagged out at one minute 
intervals: 28 MGs, 19 Jags, 13 Porsches, 12 Triumphs, 9 Austin- 
Healeys, 8 VWs, 2 Sunbeams and a scattering of others, including 
a Riley, a Magnette, a Mercedes-Benz 190SL and an Austin. Detroit 
entrants included three Fords (which took 79th and 93rd places) 
two Studebakers (82nd and 99th) and a Cadillac and Mercury 
(71st and 102nd, respectively.)

Difficulties were encountered within an hour of the start when the 
last 50 cars queued up behind a stubborn driver in a pickup lug- 
ging a house trailer up Angeles Crest Highway in the San 
Bernardino Mountains. Fog, another hazard of rallies, closed in. 
and passing the discourteous motorist was impossible. Finally, at 
the top of the grade, the line of rally cars swept by with exhausts 
snarling until the trailer-truck driver, obviously overcome by the 
sudden avalanche of foreign cars, just pulled onto a shoulder in 
amazement. 

After a midnight coffee break high in the Big Pines Park area of 
the San Bernardino Mountains, the cars were directed along a dirt 
road into Lone Pine canyon where one of the most awesome sights 
of the entire rally greeted them. Descending down Lone Pine 
Canyon along the narrow road which lay between ominously black 
canyon walls, the rally route headed straight for a fogbank lying 
at a lower elevation which spread from ridge to ridge like an eerie, 
translucent ocean. Minutes later the cars were swallowed up in this 
vast sea of fog. At this point, most of the rallyists decided it was 
time to break out the No-Doz tablets in preparation for the long 
night ahead. 

Breakfast was held in the colorful Golden Stallion Inn in Pioneer- 
town, a movie on-location filming site, at 3 a.m. Through the night 
the cars rolled by places with such names as Old Woman Springs, 
Dried Liver Flats, Windmill, Lost Horse Mountain and Mesa de 
Burro. Intriguing, if you’re a cartographer. 

The sprawling open expanse of the Mojave Desert was the setting 
for most of Saturday morning and then the route swung through 
Joshua Tree National Monument where a serpentine dirt road 
seemed just built for keeping the weary drivers and navigators from 
dozing. Lunch was at Warner Springs, a San Diego County resort, 
and from this point the rally route swung into the mountains again: 
up to Lake Elsinore, down through a long, winding canyon to San 
Juan Capistrano, home of the mission and the much-heralded 
swallows; through Santiago Canyon in Orange County and to the 
finish line at the city of Orange, where LSCC president George 
Krull waited with checkered flag. 

And despite the fact that eight checkpoints were situated along 
the way, the winners—Ken Engle and Gordon Steele of the Compton 
FCCA chapter—recorded an amazingly small error of 2:35! They 
drove in a TR-2. Howard Frank, whose trophy collection by now 
would fill a good-size garage, won second place in an Austin-Healey, 
navigated by Glenn Smith.

Slee SINCE THE Gran Primio Supercortemaggiore started four 


years ago its formula has been of high interest, even though, 


up to this year, it did not have the international participation that 
it might have had. For its 1956 edition this race was reserved for 
1500 cc and 2-litre sport cars and was to be run over 1000 kms. 
on the famous new track at Monza. A large international field of 
over 60 cars showed up, which was to be cut to 40 entries after 
two days of qualifying trials. 


® 


Ferrari came with a team of feur official cars plus numerous 


private entries. The drivers were Fangio/Castellotti, Collins/Haw- 
thorn, Gendebien/dePortago, and Schell/von Trips. Maserati 
brought three 2-litre and three 1500 cars. Their drivers were Moss, 
Taruff, Perdisa, Rosier, Giardini, Simon, and Belucci. Osca brought 
two cars, one with Maglioli/Villoresi and the other with Chiron/ 
Cabianca. Eastern Germany was represented by two EMWs and 
England and Germany by several Lotus and private entry Porsches. 
It was a fine list of entries, but it was unfortunate that the Porsche 
factory did not enter one of their new cars, as it would have been 
that long-awaited match between the world’s best “1500s that every- 
one has been wanting to see. 


Three of the factory Ferraris were brand new models with bodies 


by Touring. The latest 4 cyl., 180 bhp engines were used in them 
with new 4-speed gear boxes, and they no longer have the de Dion 
rear end. An interesting detail is that these cars are the ones to be 
used in Le Mans this year. Two of the 2-litre Maseratis had a new 
streamlined bedy, and their 4 cyl. engine gives an output of 180 bhp. 
The EMWs and the Oscas were unchanged since the last races. 
Among the three Lotus one was equipped with a 2-litre Bristol 
engine cleverly arranged in the small frame. 


The two days of practice were hard fought, and once again the 


two best men were Moss and Fangio, fractions of a second apart 
from each other. The first five places were occupied by three- 


Ferraris and two Maseratis. The seventh best time was remarkably 
taken by Maglioli on an Osca. Practice was unfortunately marred 
by Farina’s accident. He left the road after his brakes locked. His 
car turned over and he was lucky to escape with only a broken 
collar bone and two ribs. 

A Le Mans start was given and a high average was expected 
fcllowing the 124 mph speed established by Moss during practice. 
At the end of the first round Moss, who had made, as usual, a fine 
start, led briefly and then broke his half-shaft and retired, leaving 
Collins in the lead. Collins, in this open-for-all race, decided then 
not just to play it safe but to pour on the steam. He was driving 
his sleek Ferrari with mastery, and he steadily drew away from 
the rest of the field. Behind Collins another Ferrari, driven by 
Gendebien, was leading the pack. To everyone’s astonishment Vil- 
loresi's 1500 Osca was in 4th place and was truly going like a 
bomb. Fangio (Ferrari) and Perdisa (Maserati) had both made bad 
starts and were working their way through heavy traffic. After one 
hour the race had settled down, and Collins’ terrific driving had 
brought him well in the front, 1’30” ahead of Perdisa and 2’30” 
ahead of Fangio. Gendebien was 4th, and the valiant little Osca 
was receiving “slow-down” signals from its pit since it was in 
5th place overall and was already lapping the other 1500s which 
were all outclassed with the exception of the AWE (formerly 
EMW). The speed was being raised all the time and had gone up 
from 193 kph (120 mph) in the beginning to a present speed of 
195 kph. Although there was now no real battle between the lead. 


ers, the race was, nevertheless, very interesting because of the aston 


ishing speed established by relativly small sports cars running on 
regular gasoline. 

Behind the flying Collins, Perdisa and Fangio were doing their 
best to catch the Englishman, but Collins’ driving was perfect and 
his Ferrari sounded in peak condition. Collins is definitely, with 
Moss, the best sports car driver in the world today, and consequently 
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Perdisa’s and Fangio’s efforts were in vain; on the 43rd lap of 
the 100-lap race Collins proved it once more in setting a new lap 
record at the extraordinary speed of 125.27 mph. By the halfway 
mark all the cars-had changed drivers, Hawthorn for Collins, Moss 
for Perdisa and Castellotti for Fangio. These switches, however, 
brought no changes to the positions of the race. Hawthorn, driving 
with the punch of his teammate, was maintaining a good 1’ lead 
on Moss and 2’ on Castellotti. In 4th place was de Portago, com- 
fortably leading the Osca now driven by Maglioli. The Osca was 
playing it safe since its direct competitor, the AWE, had now 
broken down. Twenty laps before the end Hawthorn came into 
the pit for more gas. The well-known Ferrari pit organization had 
for once goofed, miscalculating the gas consumption, and there 
was not enough to go all the way. Last year a similar miscalculation 
had caused the loss of a race for Ferrari. This time, however, the 
English duo had a comfortable lead over the Maserati. Nevertheless, 
when Collins, now back at the wheel, went out again, he was only 
20 seconds in front of Moss who was suddenly finding new wings to 
catch his compatriot. Collins also had his own ideas on the subject. 
and although he lost a couple of seconds at first, young Peter, 
driving faster than ever, shook off Moss’ attack, and it was with 
a lead of over 20” that he crossed the finish line completing the 
1000 kms. at the fantastic average speed of 195.29 kph (121.28 
mph). Collins’ win, coming only two weeks after his brilliant Spa 
victory, was a popular one, and at 24 Peter Collins will soon be 
the “man to beat.” His driving at Monza was terribly fast but 
smooth, faultless, and intelligent. In second place we find Moss 
and Perdisa, both driving equally well and managing to stay ahead 
of the pressing team of Castellotti/Fangio. It was another sad 
setback for Fangio who had not had a victory since Sebring. Fourth 
place was taken by de Portago/Gendebien driving a slower Ferrari, 
making it a near-perfect day for the Prancing Horse. The pretty 
1500 Osca kept its 5th place overall finishing 3 laps ahead of the 
nearest other 1500 driven by Tarufh (Maserati). Third place in this 
class was taken by the second Osca with Chiron and the courageous 
Bolognese firm can be proud and happy for this race in which their 
winning car made an average of 187 kph and the lap record (194 
kph). It was a shame that the factory Porsches couldn't come. Their 
showing at the Targa proved that we would have seen quite a 
battle here. 

The speed of the race and the roughness of this track, especially 
on the high-speed banking, was terribly hard on these machines and 
only 19 finished out of 40 starters. Among the numerous retirements 
was the Lotus whose light construction doesn’t seem to be appro- 
priate for rough riding. The main reasons for the various retire- 
ments were engines and suspensions falling apart. Ferrari's win was 
indeed impressive and most promising for Le Mans where their car 
will be even faster with the 2.5-litre engine. This latest Ferrari 
seems to be equally good in every department: speed, road handling, 
braking, and acceleration. 

The Maseratis were once again unfortunately not well prepared 
enough and their new streamlined model which, with Moss, had 
established the best time in practice didn’t have a chance to prove 
itself in the race since it retired in the first lap. This machine, how- 
ever, has definite possibilities and could, of course, cause some 
trouble to the Ferrari. Let’s hope that before the next races Maserati 
will find more time for good, thorough preparation which is of 
course the first step toward victory. 

Well organized and run under a pleasant atmosphere, this 4th 
Supercortemaggiore race was a success and brought light to those 
claiming that 1500 or 2-litre sports cars were not spectacular enough 
for the public because they are not fast enough. This year, on 
double the distance of the Grand Prix of Italy, a 2-litre sports car 
was only 5 kph slower than the formidable 2.5 racing Mercedes. 
There is no doubt that the Formula II 1500 racing cars will bring 
more surprises when they start to run next year.

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i gious NEUBAUER, the race director of Mercedes-Benz, is a large, 
imposing man. He commands complete attention on any race 
track in Europe. He stood up to speak in Monza, Italy last May 
and 140 potential speed drivers waited for the secret of winning 
every race. Herr Neubauer was characteristically direct. “We are 
not interested in making you into world champion racers,” he said. 
“I have plenty of those. We want to teach competition and rally 
skills that will make you better or safer drivers in any car.” The 
big man, whose winning record is a legend in the racing world, 
was addressing a unique school. The 140 men and women had 
gathered on the Italian circuit near Milan to take two days of 
intensive drill in the techniques and tricks that win. 

Two Swiss clubs sponsored this school of racers. The Swiss Auto 
Racing Club (SAR) started the idea for their own members shortly 
after the war. Applications pyramided, many from outside Switzer- 
land. In 1955 a few foreign drivers were included. They took the 
word home with them, and this year a large percentage of the 
school came from Italy, England, Germany and America. The 
Automobile Club of Switzerland (ACS) joined forces with SAR for 
the fifth school and they have sponsored the course jointly ever 
since. The 1956 edition was the eighth. 

Neubauer commanded the teacher staff this year. He brought 
some of his best drivers with him; men with experience in all 
types of cars. Hermann Lang, pre-war German king of the Formula 
I machines still had the touch. Two of Germany’s best young drivers, 
Graf Berghe von Trips and Hans Herrmann added their eager flair. 
Porsche sent race chief and driving ace Hauske von Hahnstein. 
On.the rally side, Walter Schock and Rolf Moll, current leaders for 
the title of world rally champs added their knowledge. The presence 
of Schock and Moll on the staff underlined the “no-race” idea. 
Neubauer said a Fangio or Stirling Moss is inevitable, with or 
without schooling. The number of pure race specialists is very small.

SWISS 
DRIVERS SCHOOL

The school “worked on a do-it-yourself design. The pupils were 
divided into six classes and each got an instructor who watched 
and chided them for the entire course. Neubauer and the Swiss 
officials layed the track out in six sections. Four of them featured 
a turn or combination of bend and straight. The two remaining 
sites were devoted to slalom courses. One was a long “S” to be 
taken both up-and-down-hill at speed. The other was a series of 
quick, sharp cutbacks, ending with a brake and acceleration test. 

The first of two long hot days was devoted to the six tests. The 
classes rotated through all six stations, putting in an hour at each 
stop. On the sharp left bend Hermann Lang took his Mercedes 
190SL through the turn with the students watching. He went into 
the turn from the middle of the track, cut across the high spot 
and came out wide. Then the students practiced, with Lang stand- 
ing on the curve to watch and criticize. Every student had time 
to try five runs. Cars entered the turn in second gear or tried it 
in third. Hands got crossed on the wheel and adjusted the next 
time through. Lang made notes. At the end of their hour the class 
moved to the next test. Another group arrived under Trips or 
Herrmann or Moll. 

On the slalom test the sedans had a chance to cut the corners 
like sports cars. Drivers in Studebakers, Fiats, DK Ws and Citroen 
2CV machines tried controlled drifts and speed shifting. Graf Trips, 
leading one section of sedan drivers, talked them around the pylons 
and held a forum after every run. He ended the hour with practice 
on the brake and acceleration line. Rally drivers face this test in 
almost every event. The car moves up to a white line across the 
track. The trick is to stop straddling the line, back up behind it 
again and then accelerate on, all against a stop watch. 

All of the drivers put in their hour at each stop, turn, or slalom. 
After a short break for discussion the cars went back on the track 
for practice over the entire course. For this phase of the training 
only one class was allowed behind the wheel at a time. The students. 
followed their instructor around, putting the individual corners 
together into a pattern. They were learning the first rule of the 
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Famed Alfred Neubauer of Mercedes-Benz delivers opening 
lecture: Wall map and scale model are of Monza circuit. 


international drivers: Know your track, inch by inch. The basic 
technique of cornering is constant but every individual bend in the 
world has a character or a hidden trap. On the Monza course the 
first turn, the Grand Curve is a fast, wide bend for full throttle. 
The next is the Lesmo Curve where you have to modify the lesson. 
Lesmo is actually two corners, close together. A driver who goes 
into the first too fast comes out wide and loses winning seconds 
braking for the second section. The trick at Lesmo is controlled 
speed going in and seconds gained coming out. The course proceeds 
slightly downhill and up again, around a left bend. There the dif- 
ference in machinery is apparent. Formula | single-seaters hit 
this turn in a four wheel drift. Smaller cars can take the curve 
nearly full-bore, and use their momentum down the back straight. 
Students then picked a cut-off point to brake and gear down for the 
most treacherous corner of Monza, the South Curve. This south 
bend looks wide and fast going in but has a trickery break coming 
out. Many students spun harmlessly before gaining the proper re- 
spect for the turn. A Monza lap ends on the long traight past the 
stands and into the Grand Curve again. This is the road course. 
The school didn’t use the famous Monza oval with high banks. 

After several laps behind the instructors, students had time to 
try out their memories and rev counters by themselys. Time wasn’t 
important. Precision was. While one class was on the track the 
other five watched from the curves or listened to notes from their 
own morning sessions. Then another group fastened the belts and 
went off with a Le Mans start. The concentration was complete. 
Graf Trips said it for all the teachers. “I came down here expect- 
ing to see a lot of race-happy men out for a good time,” he ad- 
mitted. “But these students really surprised me. They want to 
learn and they worked, every one of them.” The students were 
competing, even though they weren't racing yet. They knew that

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Perennial Problem... 


I am aware that you don't consider the 
Ford T-Bird a true sports car, and I, owning 
a TC and a Jag don't either, but I have one 
and would like your opinion of increasing 
its handling by putting air lifts on the front 
springs. What could I do to the rear springs 
to prevent losing it in hard corners when 
accelerating out? 


Dallas, Texas Tom F. Head 


The basic problem isn’t quite so simple as 
merely adding air-lifts. First of all, we have 
a car in which the rear end tends to slide out- 
wards rather easily. The rear springs are soft, 
but stiffening them will only reduce the roll 
angle and cause the inside rear wheel to lift 
off the road, which is worse. 

I would suggest using the heavy duty (stiffer) 
front coil springs, the station wagon front anti- 
roll bar and Gabriel adjustable shocks all 
around. A pair of “traction master’ rear ra- 
dius rods will reduce rear spring wind-up and 
improve handling without introducing undesir- 
able rear end roll stiffness. Beyond this, with 
the exception of adding Michelin X tires, I 
have no further suggestions.—Ed.

Everything I read about the new cars is 
confusing: they are bigger, longer, lower, 
and, they all have 250 bhp, but the gas :ank 
isn't any bigger; it still holds 20 gallons. 
Now 20 gallons will feed a 240 hp engine 
(if it’s efficient) for one hour at 0.5 Ib fuel 
per hp hour. 20 gallons x 6 Ibs. = 120 lbs. 
or 240 half pounds — 240 hp but will the 
pump deliver 20 gallons per hr.? 


This is all very nice but we have already 
shown (last month) that 250 advertised bhp 
doesn’t mean a thing. If you know of a road 
where you can hold a modern American car 
wide-open for one hour, then we can worry 
about such things. It takes about 30 bhp to 
propel a domestic sedan at 60 mph and 20 x .6 
(ibs/hp/hr. at road load) = 18 Ibs. of fuel or 3 
gallens per hour. That’s 20 mpg. 

Proof that a typical fuel pump can deliver 
20 gallons/hr. is shown by the 285 bhp Pontiac 
which averaged 118 mph for 24 hrs.—Ed.

We analyzed the problems of 3-wheel design 
in our March 1955 issue, which you apparently 
missed. Briefly, security from overturning is 
the problem and it boils down to location of 
center of gravity and wheelbase to tread ratio. 
If you follow the Morgan layout, try to get 
nearly 75% of the total weight on the front 
wheels and keep the tread up to at least 65% 
of the wheelbase. If your c of g is lower than 
18” above the ground these figures can be re- 
duced somewhat.—Ed. 


De Dion Correction ... 


I would like to offer some corrections to 
your article “The De Dion Type of Suspen- 
sion,” in the April issue of Road and Track. 
In paragraph five you stated that the wheels 


always remain perpendicular to the road and — 


parallel to each other. Neglecting deforma- 
tion of the members, the wheels always re- 
main parallel to each ether but do not al- 
ways remain perpendicular to the road. It 
is also incorrect to state that the Mercedes 
modification put the roll center on _ the 
ground. 

A little study will show that this rear end 
should be properly classified as a swing axle 
type, with the exception that identical verti- 
cal deflections of the rear wheels produce 
no angular movements of the wheel axis.

to confirm that Dr. Ferdinand Porsche’s little “people’s car” 
has done what no other vehicle manufactured outside the U.S.A. 
has ever been able to do: it has gained an unmistakable wheel- 
hold in the garages and hearts of the American car-buying public. 
And not just the foreign-car-enthusiast set, but the lay public. Of 
the 51,000 cars imported into this country in 1955, 34,000 were 
Volkswagens, and for this year the figure should be raised by 
10 to 15 thousand cars. Even at this rate demand far exceeds 
supply, and with most dealers there is a 2 to 4 month wait for 
the standard sedan and 1 to 3 years for the Ghia-Karmann coupe. 
Not that all this represents any threat to Detroit supremacy; im- 
ported car sales total no more than 1% of the U.S. market. But 
looking at it in another way, it is significant to note that Volks- 
wagen sales for the first half of 1956 (24,000) are higher than 
such respected names as Lincoln (19,000), Hudson (16,500), 
Imperial (4700), and Continental (865). And used VW’s are 
selling for almost as much as new ones. The only mystery is: 
how did it happen? Especially with practically no national ad- 
vertising ? 

Of the various explanations, probably the simplest is that the 
Volkswagen fulfills a need which Detroit had forgotten existed—a 
need for a car that is cheap to buy and run, small and compact, 
light and maneuverable yet solidly constructed, and, perhaps above 
all, utterly dependable and trouble-free. Without a doubt there

Volkswagen got their cars here in some quantity and gradually 
established their world-famous service network, so that the major 
obstacle to owning an imported car—inadequate parts and service 
—has been largely eliminated. Perhaps the strangest aspect of 
the VW’s popularity in the U.S. is the unswerving loyalty of its 
owners. And although it is one of the cheapest cars available, it 
carries none of the social stigma of a low-priced car; thus it can 
often be seen parked wheel-to-wheel with the finest machinery at 
the most exclusive country club. 

The 1956 model has a shape that is basically unchanged since 
the first Volkswagen was press-previewed in February of 1939. We 
have previously published reports on 1953-54-55 VWs (plus vari- 
ously modified versions disapproved of by the factory!), so the 
general design of the car has been dealt with pretty thoroughly. 
Of principal interest here are the relatively minor innovations 
which distinguish the 56 car along with its definite improvement 
in performance. The export VWs arriving in the U.S., although 
rated no higher than the ‘55 models (36 bhp at 3700 rpm), seem 
to have an edge over them in performance all along the line. Top 
speed is greater by about 2 mph, 0-60 time is less by 2 secs., and 
Tapley readings indicate an improvement in pulling power of 25-30 
Ibs/ton in all four forward speeds. The increase is especially no- 
ticeable (and welcome) in fourth gear where acceleration in the 
passing speed range (40-60 mph) is better by a good 4 secs.

PRODUCTION CHANGES: I suppose 
when “Lofty” England, Jaguar Service Di- 
rector, tried to contort his 6’ 6” or so to see 
the timing mark buried in the entrails of 
the early 2.4s, he decided something had to 
be done! In any event, after engine num- 
ber BB 2846, TDC is indicated by a mark 
on the flywheel which is visible through a 
hole in the bottom of the clutch housing. 

After engine number BB 2500, a crank- 
shaft vibration dampener is fitted to 2.4 
cars. As any owner knows, the engine is 
remarkably smooth in early cars, but there 
is a trace of vibration at high revs which 
becomes rather annoying around 6000 rpm. 
The new dampener should take care of this 
situation and can be fitted to previous en- 
gines if the owner wants to buy one. Don’t 
ask the factory to furnish one gratis for 
early engines, however. They won't do it, 
as running without one has no effect on the 
life or durability of the engine. 

Ancther change recently made is in rear 
axle ratio. After chassis number 940606 
(LHD), the final drive ratio is 4.27 to 1 in- 
stead of 4.55 to 1 on cars not fitted with 
overdrive. When the Laycock de Norman- 
ville unit is ordered, however, a 4.55 ratio

This change in non o. d. cars should 
result in smoother cruising at a lower en- 
gine speed for any given mph and some- 
what better economy. I have driven several 
2.4s with this new ratio and performance 
seems unchanged. 

In the event of any owner complaining of 
clutch slip, or lack of free play at the pedal, 
a new return spring #C 5178 and a shake- 
proof washer #C 726 can be fitted to the 
lower mounting stud of the clutch hydraulic 
slave cylinder, connecting to the ball end 
pin of the operating rod. After installation, 
the slave piston should return firmly to the 
end of the cylinder. This modification is 
fitted as standard after chassis number 
940569 (LHD). We are informed that deal- 
ers will be happy to make this modification 
to previous cars if the above difficulties are 
experienced. 

After chassis number 940560, or 940580 
on overdrive cars, a new type speedometer 
cable with a nylon insert is used. While 
we have heard of no complaints regarding 
cables, this step is no doubt taken to elim- 
inate the possibility of noise being trans- 
mitted to the speedometer from the trans- 
mission. While we are on the subject of 
cables, cars after chassis number 940207 in- 
corporate a modified heater duct to pro- 
vide a straighter run for the tach cable. 

Readers may recall that some months ago 
we made some comments in this column 
about the difference in volatility between 
European and domestic fuels.

Notes & Comments: by John Bond 


After reading reports on Le Mans since 
1932 it was a tremendous thrill actually to 
be there for the first time. Remarkably, 
there are many things about the classic 24 
hour event which remind one of our own 
Indianapolis, yet there are also several im- 
portant differences. 

The sheer size of the area and its installa- 
tions, the hubbub of pit activity during 
practice, the usual rumors and pre-race 
mechanical difficulties: all are strongly re- 
miniscent of the Hoosier 500. But there 
the similarity ends. At Le Mans the circuit 
is longer and more difficult, the type of cars 
are entirely different. There is little talk 
about the possibility of rain—rain, or at 
least fog is a virtual certainty. The driver 
talk is about brakes and gears. One driver 
goes through the Esses at 5500 rpm in sec- 
ond gear, another says he cannot hold his 
best “line” there at much over 5000. One 
brakes for Arnage corner at 500 meters, 
another says he does too, but has, under 
stress, made it by waiting until 300 meters. 
And so on. 

Then, too, there seems to be a different 
tone at Le Mans. The event is strongly sup- 
ported by all the French motoring press, 
and, unlike the stag affairs preceding In- 
dianapolis, the ladies are present at all the 
special events as well as in the pits. We 
were invited to attend the “Welcome,” which 
is a distinct honor, and Mrs. B. found 
Charles Faroux, the dean of French motor- 
ing journalism, an entertaining luncheon 
companion. We also attended the Guild of 
Motoring Writers luncheon where we met 
many people who previously were only 
photos to us. During the five days we 
met almost every driver, and to a man they 
are gentlemen sportsmen. The spirit of co- 
operation, helpfulness and general camarade- 
rie among the drivers was an encouraging 
sight to witness. We did discover that the 
drivers do not like the extreme differences 
in capabilities of machines allowed to run. 


Summed up, we know that the organizers 
have done a tremendous job and are fully 
aware of the need for further changes in 
the regulations in the interests of driver 
safety. Every enthusiast should see LeMans, 
sometime, somehow. Ea

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ULY 6 AND 7 were scheduled for a repeat of last year’s successfully 
J premiered National Sports Car Races at Beverly, Mass. How- 
ever. this time the New England weather was in its most un- 
cooperative mood, and a chilly rain fell steadily Thursday and 
Friday during technical inspection and practice. The habitués of 
SCCA events were shocked at the flagrant lack of preparation: 
practice scheduled for 10:30 a.m. Friday did not get underway 
until 2:30 p.m., as telephones and other safety installations were 
not ready on time. The timers’ stand was summarily thrown together 
in soap box fashion minutes before the race on Saturday. Had it 
not been for the diligence of the nucleus of “Race Communication 
Association,” experienced in safety control] at Watkins Glen, 
Cumberland, Akron, and Wilkes-Barre, in straightening the “snafu,” 
there probably would not have been a race, as the event seemed 
doomed for cancellation by top SCCA officials. 

Things looked better, though, on Saturday, race day, as the sun 
at last broke through taking the chill out of the air and boosting 
the morale of contestants and organizers. Last year’s mass migration 
of spectators from the Boston area was definitely not there for 
some unknown reason; however, enough were on hand to dash 
across the track, invading the. infield between races. By mid- 
‘afternoon, the pit area was bursting with men, women, and children 
clutching their inevitable Brownie cameras. The legitimate press, 
as usual, suffered when safety marshalls were compelled to push 
back indiscriminately the pros as well as the amateurs. It would 
be unfair to convey the impression that this condition was typical 
of this event only. Irresponsible crowd behavior has been an ever- 
present plague to sports car racing, and maybe some day someone 
may have a bright idea on how to cope with it. 

If the organization of the event left much to be desired, the 
racing itself was .at its best. Over 150 entries were on hand, and 
those who witnessed the gallant performance of Phil Hill and Jim 
Kimberly in last year’s main event anticipated some exciting com- 
petition when they saw so many famous drivers in the paddock 
area. From Texas came Carroll Shelby in a 4.4 Ferrari, while 
California was represented by Jack McAfee in a 3.5-litre Ferrari 
and Porsche Spyder and Louis Brero in a D-Jag. Masten Gregory 
from Kansas City, Mo., who has acquired considerable experience 
on European circuits, had a 3-litre Monza Ferrari in his pit. Jim 
Kimberly, Ed Crawford, and Erie Erickson, all hailing from 
Illinois, brought respectively an Osca Spyder, a Porsche Spyder and 
a D-Jag. Sherwood Johnston found himself entrusted with the lone 
D-Jag of the Cunningham stable (Cunningham lost 3 D-Jags at 
Elkhart Lake two weeks before this race), while the maestro con- 
tented himself with a supercharged XK1I40MC. The Corvettes, a 
surprise package this year, were also present in full force, and 
much speculation revolved about the one to be driven by Dick 
Thompson, one of this country’s top sports car drivers who won 
fame piloting Jaguars and Porsches. 

The 2.6-mile airport course, laid out around seven turns, three 
of which are of the hairpin type and two straightaways respectively 
one mile and 3800 ft. long, is somewhat reminiscent of a real 
road course, as there are enough trees and greenery to color the 
background. The ever present hazard of cars running off the road at 
high speed is not minimized in an airport course, but the effect 
can be, and usually is, not catastrophic. And if the true flavor 
of a real road course is lacking, the margin of safety available 
offers ample compensation. 

The main event (35 laps, 91 miles) for the big cars rolled off 
literally with a bang when the Corvette of Dick Perrin twisted its 
rear axle on the grid causing the Frazer Nash of Bill Wonder and 
the C Jag of James Woods to crush themselves out of the race. 
Officials and pit crews frantically cleared the track as they could 
hear the ferocious pitch of the Ferraris winding up on the back 
stretch. Shelby in the 4.4 Ferrari was first to complete the circuit. 
Close behind came the D-Jag of Johnston with the snout of 
Gregory's Monza stuck to its dorsal fin. The leaders kept their 
position on the 2nd lap but the pace was already 4 seconds faster 
and maybe a bit too swift for Johnston who lost his place to 
Gregory never to see him again for the remainder of the contest. 
Meanwhile, Shelby, wasting no time, was lapping consistently at 
1 min. 56 sec. By the time they had gone around 8 times, Gregory 
had traveled fast enough to be seen riding side by side with 
Shelby near the end of the main straight. It was obvious that 
Shelby’s Ferrari was faster than the Monza, but Gregory was enter- 
ing much deeper into the turns before braking. So well did this 
game continue that oftentimes people watching at the hairpin turns 
saw Gregory in the lead. But by the time they reached the main 
straight to pass the timers, Shelby was again in the lead So lap

aspect of the race when compared to records kept at the start-finish 
line. Pushing the Monza to the limit with the tachometer needle 
deeply sunk into the red, Gregory completed lap 15 to set the 
fastest lap of the day at 1 min. 51.1 sec. (84.24 mph). But this 
tour de force could not continue if the Kansan were to keep his 
engine together. The next time around Shelby had regained his 
position lapping one to two seconds faster: 1 min. 55.0, 1 min. 
; 54.3, 1 min. 54.0. So well did he keep this pace that on the 3lst 
. 2 lap he was 16 seconds ahead of his competitor who never caught 
him again. Shelby received the checkered flag to win the race at 
the phenomenal average of 82.1 mph followed by Gregory (81.9 
mph). Then came Sherwood Johnston, Ernie Erickson, and Jack 
McAfee. 


General attention was focused so much on the leaders that few 

people realized that the D-Jag of Lou Brero who was fighting 

a spirited duel for 5th place with McAfee’s Ferrari had retired on 

the 23rd lap with a broken oil line and that Johnston, Erickson, 

and McAfee drove well enough behind the leaders to lap twice the 

entire field of 24 cars. Incidentally an average of 80 mph was

Ist Race—Danvers Trophy (15 laps, 39 miles. Class G Produc- 
tion) A warm-up for more exciting things to come, this evert 
was easily won by Pupulidy in a Porsche 1300 (65.6 mph), follow- 
ed by Thomas Kerr and Marion Windridge in an Alfa Giulietta.

Lake Underwood, leading from the 
start in his Carrera speedster at an average speed of 72.5 mph, 
showed the way home to a pack of 21 contestants. Bengt Soder- 
strom in a speedster 1600 finished second best (70.5 mph) followed 
by Gaston Andrey in a Morgan TR3 (70.2 mph). 


Sth Race—Gloucesterman’s Trophy (18 laps, 46.8 miles, Class 
D Production). In class D Production, the contest falls into two 
categories: the Mercedes 300SLs which take the lead and battle 
for overall position and the outclassed Austin-Healeys which run 
a race of their own. So the first man in a Healey to finish behind 
the 300SLs wins a moral victory, in the opinion of many, of no 
lesser value than that of his mighty brothers. So that’s the way it 
ended with Charlie Wallace running to an unchallenged victory 
in his 300SL_(71.6 mph) followed by O'Shea trailing 1 min. 36 sec. 
behind in a 300SL losing oil. Bill Fleming cruised easily to 3rd spot 
in another 300SL. Fourth overall and first among the Healeys came 
Col. Frederick Moore in a 100M. In our opinion the phenomenal 
achievement of this race should be credited to James Jackson who 
infiltrated his Austin-Healey from 16th place to fifth overall in 
just 17 laps. 

6th Race—Clippership Trophy (25 laps. 65 miles. Class C Pro- 
duction). A year ago, a race between just Corvettes and Jaguars 
would have been considered unfair to the drivers as well as the 
spectators and would have been labled “no contest”! But today 
the picture has a touch of very vivid and revealing colors as a 
Corvette in view of thousands proved that it could outdrag, out- 
corner, and outrun the best Jaguar XK140MCs on the course. It 
should be pointed out that Dick Thompson, one of the best drivers 
on the East Coast, piloted the red Corvette; but are not Harry 
Carter and George Constantine, who finished second and third in 
XKI40MCs, a pair frequently seen in the winners’ circle? Thomp- 
son led the Corvette to victory at an average speed of 73.7 mph, 
finishing 35 seconds ahead of Carter's Jaguar and, in the process, 
almost lapping fifth place finisher Addison Austin in another 
Corvette. Chevrolet has proven that it can be done; but one 
question so far has remained unanswered: “How stock is a stock 
Corvette?”
